AN ACT

CONCERNING THE EQUIPMENT REQUIRED FOR DRIVING SCHOOL VEHICLES.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Colorado:

SECTION 1. Repeal. 12-15-101 (6), Colorado Revised Statutes, is repealed as
follows:

12-15-101. Definitions. As used in this article, unless the context otherwise
requires:

SECTION 2. 12-15-114 (1) (b) and (1) (e), Colorado Revised Statutes, are
amended to read:

12-15-114. Equipment of vehicles. (1) Every motor vehicle used by a
commercial driving school in the conduct of its course of driver training shall be
equipped as follows:

(b) The vehicle shall be equipped with dual controls on the foot brake andonthe
chuteh;tfany;-whteh THAT will enable the commercial driving instructor to bring the
car under control in case of emergency.

SECTION 3. Effective date. This act shall take effect at 12:01 a.m. on the day
following the expiration of the ninety-day period after final adjournment of the
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general assembly that is allowed for submitting a referendum petition pursuant to
article V, section 1 (3) of the state constitution; except that, if a referendum petition
is filed against this act or an item, section, or part of this act within such period, then
the act, item, section, or part, if approved by the people, shall take effect on the date
of the official declaration of the vote thereon by proclamation of the governor.
